| To-day was a very fair specimen of tho 


glorious weather of the winter months iff 
Hongkong, although there has been rather 
‘too much sun for the Course, which. was 
considerably too hard, for the horses, 


Pedestrians and others must have also found | 


the dust rathor disagreeable en route to the 
Course, The scene betweon the Clock Tower 
and the-Happy Valley, and on the Race-| 
Course has been so ofton described, that we 
will diomiss it on this oocasion with tho 
remark that the attendance both at the 
Grand Stand and in the Valley generally 
was fully equal- to that of former years;
